Touch of Excitement 


But Hunt is Vain 


Palm Springs was star-gazing 
Monday. 
Most of the town was in the 
open gazing at an object glinting 
in the sun, over the mountains 
to the west. The rumor spread 
fast that it was a Japanese bal­ 
loon and its movements were 
under close observance at the 
air base and by police. 
Chief August G. Kettmann 
went to the base when it was 
reported that an object had fal­ 
len from the sky. Three expedi­ 
tions into Tahquitz canyon with 
W arren Heath of the fire depart­ 
ment, Floyd Wood of the city 
service department and soldiers 
from the air base taking part. 
Nothing was found, however. 
The detachment of searchers 
from the air base was headed by 
Lt. William H. Boyson. 
PLANE TAKES LOOK 
A fast plane was dispatched 
from the base and took after the 
object. The pilot went up 44,000 
feet but came back with no 
more information 
than

ground gazers had. 
Although it was reported the 
object was floating slowly in an 
east by south direction, others 
maintained that people were 
just daylight star-gazers, look­ 
ing at the planet Venus, now 
visible in the bright morning.

Local Air Base Plays 
Big Part in Speeding 
War Casualties Home 
There is a feeling that these people are proficient and concise as 
the wheels of the giant C-47 Air Evacuation plane settle on the run­ 
way. and it soon begins to taxi into the line where it will discharge 
its human cargo of wounded to the waiting ambulances. 
At the 5th Operational Train-1 
ing Unit, Ferrying Division, Air 
Transport Command base here 
regularly come planes carrying 
men who were wounded only a 
few days ago on the fighting 
fronts and have been flown 
home. Many of the patients go 
to the Torney Hospital for treat­ 
ment. 
EFFICIENCY SENSED 
Somehow each occasion is like 
any other. There is a sense that 
these evacuation crews are effi­ 
cient in their role of ward mas­ 
ters of the sky. By their very 
appearance, verbal expressions of 
attitude, and obvious alertness 
of mind, it is clearly indicated 
how meticulous must be the care 
and scrutiny used in the selec­ 
tion of soldiers for this type of 
work. 
W ith 
their charges loaded 
aboard the C-47, they assume the 
multiple role of psychologist, 
medical aide, song leaders, li­ 
brarians, starters of games which 
run the gamut from chess to, as 
one said rather shyly, shooting 
“craps” on the floor of the ship. 
ONLY ONE GOAL 
There is only one goal for which 
they strive on the part of their 
patients. This is cheerfulness and 
occupation of the wounded sol­ 
dier’s mind during the long hours 
spent in the air. They know, and 
have been 
taught, that this 
achievement on their part means 
a job well done. A good “mis­ 
sion,” as they are wont to call 
these air evacuation trips, the 
epitome of accomplishment. 
But they must feel inwardly 
warm and satisfied when, after 
their long and arduous journey 
from the front, a patient looks up, 
smiles and says simply, ’Tm 
home”.

The school board's proposal to 
increase the ceiling on the tax 
levied for elementary 
school 
purposes in the Desert School 
district from 90 cents per $100 
valuation to $1.50 per $100, was 
approved at last Tuesday’s elec­ 
tion by a vote of 64 to 12. 
Out of the 1860 voters register­ 
ed in the Village, 76 went to 
the polls, or slightly less than 
four per cent. 
The increased money to be 
raised for school purposes will 
be used to provide additional 
school room facilities and addi­ 
tional instructors.

Of Nazi 13 Hours, Tells 
Vivid Rhine Battle Tale 
Telling a thrilling story of a battle across the Rhine river in which 
his patrol, one of the first to cross, was surrounded by Germans and 
finally forced to yield, Pfc. Gilbert Olvera of Palm Springs wrote to 
his sister here this week.

Pfc. Olvera and his comrades 
were held captive 13 hours when 
the main body of their outfit 
crossed the Rhine and forced the 
Nazis to retreat. 
TO STAY THERE 
The Village youth wrote from 
Dusseldorf, Germany, arid also 
said that his division was one of 
those chosen to become part of 
the army of occunation and that, 
therefore, it would be some time 
before he came hotne. 
Describing the crossing of the 
Rhine he said that volunteers 
were called for the dangerous 
patrol detail and that he was one 


of the group. After they got 
across they were suddenly pinned 
down by mortar fire and after a 
severe- shelling, the Nazis stop­ 
ped their fire and called on them 
to surrender. 
PROFANE AND POINTED 
The reply was profane but to 
the point, “Come and get us, 
you 
’’. There was more mor 
tar fire and then the Nazis sent 
tanks into the battle. The one­ 
sided affair ended 
soon after 
that and Pfc. Olvera and his sur­ 
viving comrades were taken ten

To Re-Route 


Highway 99 


Re-routing of U. S. Highways 
60, 70, 99, at present passing sev­ 
eral miles north of the Village 
through W hitewater and Garnet, 
was opposed by the highway and 
transportation committee of the 
county Chamber of Commerce, 
meeting Monday at Riverside.

ADOPT RESOLUTION 
The committee after hearing 
protests from Indio and from the 
local representatives, adopted a 
resolution opposing any change 
in the route as proposed by the 
state highway division. 
The proposals to change the 
routing were based on grades and 
stiff winds from San Gorgonio 
Pass prevailing on the present 
route. 
Indio’s protests were based on 
the fact that that city would be 
isolated if the route were chang­ 
ed and the local 
protest was 
based on the noise and conges­ 
tion that accompany the all-night 
heavy truck traffic. 
ELIMINATE GRADE 
The committee also indorsed 
the recommendation of the Indio 
Chamber of Commerce that the 
grade between Edom and Garnet 
be eliminated 
by skirting the 
base of the sand dune instead of 
going over it. 
Resolution of the Palm Springs 
Chamber of Commerce favoring 
the retention of the present 
route, was submitted to the com­ 
mittee by Mr. Swart and Mr.

The eyes of the world rest on 
two w idely separated places. If 
this gives you the impression of 
a wall-eyed world, you can take 
it or leave it. One of the places 
is San Francisco, where 44 Na­ 
tions are gathered to demonstrate 
that Russia intends to do as she 
pleases. The other place is Wash­ 
ington where at the moment the 
Congress is completely lost 
in 
the woods—Bretton Woods. 
We are in a passing period of 
emotionalism. The Senate 
held 
hearings and debated for 
three 
months on 
a water agreement 
with Mexico, adverse to the in­ 
terests of the western states. It 
could not have passed had it not 
been for the constant repetition 
that opposition verged on heresy, 
with the San Francisco conference 
in prospect and the Chapultepec 
one going on. We must give away 
our w ater rights, or be branded 
as opposed to international peace. 
Next in order was the Reso­ 
lution to continue the "Reciprocal 
Trade Agreem ents”. I think they 
arc not always "reciprocal,” 
if 
you'll look the word up in 
the 
dictionary. 62% 
of our imports 
are now 
duty-free, 
and 
16% 
have had the tariff reduced one- 
half. Under the 
“most favored 
nation” clause, we don't have to 
get som ething in return. Agri­ 
culture usually gets it where the 
chicken used to get It, when there 
were chickens. 
The propaganda machine was 
going full blast. This was “for 
peace.” If we wanted to preserve 
the peace of the world, w e had 
to vote for the extension, just as 
the State Department wanted it. 
So let's look at the testimony: 
Mr. W ill Clayton is on the stand. 
Mr. Clayton is the greatest cot­ 
ton trader in the world. Mr. Clay­ 
ton is also Assistant Secretary of 
State. 
Mr. Clayton believes in 
free trade, or a reasonable facsim -1 
ile thereof. 
EXCEPT of course ¡ 
when it applies to importing cot­ 
ton. 
TJie cotton state members 
voted tor the Reciprocal 
Trade 
Agreement Act, but under other 
Acts, they have QUOTA regula­ 
tions, which in effect make 
an 
embargo, and prevent any cotton 
coming in. Mr. Clayton was ask­ 
ed (after figures showed we had 
more unemployment under 
this 
Act than any other time, and 
that it 
had 
never 
prevented 
■wars): “Why was not peace pre­ 
served under the program, 
as 
we had been promised?” 
Mr. 
Clayton replied: “I do not think 
that any responsible official of 
the (State! Department ever said 
that the adoption of the recipro­ 
cal trade 
agreements 
program 
would prevent 
war. 
I do not 
think 
anybody ever said that. 
I do not think anybody believes 
it.” Mr. Clayton and his propa­ 
ganda machine ought to get to­ 
gether and talk things over. 
Two years ago, 
with 
some 
mental travail 
I voted against 
UNRRA, 
the 
newly 
hatched 
United Nation R elief and Reha­ 
bilitation Administration. I have 
a soft spot for the feeding 
of 
hungry 
people, 
but 
I simply 
could not see any possibility of 
success in the way UNRRA was 
set up. I bored the readers of this 
column by writing about it four 
weeks straight. The same emo­ 
tionalism was evident then. 
A 
few days ago, one of the 
most 
respected members of the House 


returned from a several months 
visit to various 
countries. 
He 
had inspected our offices in every 
place he stopped. His comment 
on UNRRA was brief. It was, “It 
stinks”. 
On Thursday, June 7th, I shall 
have to make the hardest deci­ 
sion of my two and a half years 
as a member 
of the Congress: 
Bretton Woods, yes or no? Can it 
be what we want it to be, the 
stabilizer, the preventer of block 
currencies, the protector 
of our 
standards of living; or will it be 
what we fear it may 
be, 
just 
another sucker trap for good old 
Uncle Samuel!

In general, aging or “rip en ­ 
ing-” has been depended upon 
to m ake m eat more tender.

slightly 
above 
freezing. 
This 
prevents rapid m ultiplication of 
the bacteria that cause spoilage, 
but does not prevent the action 
of enzymes that are already in 
the meat. The action of the en ­ 
zymes is in some respects sim ­ 
ilar to digestion, and the effect 
on the muscle fibers and con­ 
nective tissue is to make them 
more tender.
